Government agencies, businesses, nonprofit organizations, and individuals have joined together to 
celebrate “America Recycles Week,” November 12 – 18, 2006, to encourage everyone to pledge to 
buy more recycled-content products and to increase recycling efforts.  The theme for America 
Recycles Week 2006 is “It All Comes Back to You.”   



 
Highlights of the presentation included:  

•        “Single Stream Recycling”; effective November 2006, residents using the six Convenience 
Centers will no longer need to sort recyclable items.   

•        Recycling has increased in St. Mary’s County from 24% (2004) to 31% (2005). 

•        “Bikes for Tikes” program; bikes are being set aside for anyone interested in repairing and 
recycling bikes. 

•        Convenience Center winter hours are 9:30 – 5p M-F and 8 – 5p weekends.

Mr. Erichsen presented the Budget Amendment for the new Public Meeting Room.  The Budget 
Amendment accomplishes the base bid design, base bid construction of the project, a covered walk-
way (between the Governmental Center and the new Meeting Room), an elevator, and fire pump.  
The Meeting Room will be constructed with a second story rough-in.  The Budget Amendment 
includes $80,000 for Information Technology and 10% contingency costs.
